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TRANSLATION OF THE MINUTES OF THE 
SYNOD, &c. 


Tar Membets of the “German Evangelical Lutheran 
Ministerium of Pennsylvania and adjacent States,”’ assembled 
agreeably to a resolution of the last annual Synod, in Phila- 
delphia, on Trinity Sunday, May the 30th, A. D. 1847. 

As the exercises commemorative of the Centennial Con- 
vention had been appointed for Trinity Sunday, the Clerical 
and Lay-delegates assembled in the morning in the parsonage 
of Rev. Dr. Demme, and went in procession to Zion’s church. 
The scene presented to the members of the Synod upon en- 
tering the house of God, was impressive and joyous; warm 
hearts and friendly hands had beautifully adorned the spaci- 
ous temple for this festive occasion, and tastefully hung ® 
with evergreens and floral wreaths ;—thousands had crowded 
the spacious house to engage in the exercises of the jubslee 
and unite in the worship of the Eternal Fathef. 


After a prelude, the congregation united in singing * Der 
du im Heiligthume wohnest.’”»—The Prayer and the Gospel 
for Trinity Sunday were then read at the altar by the Rev. 
Dr. Ernst, when the Choir sang *Schaenet Morgen, da das 
wort vom Leben laut nun wieder tns Ertoent,’’—after which 
the congregation united in singing “ Herr, deine Kirche dank- 
et dir.” 

At thé con¢lhtisfon of the inttoductory eXercises, the Rev. 
President of thé Synod, J. Mixxer, D. D. pteached the Jubi- 
lee-Sermon from the words of the Gospel Matt. chap. 28, 
v. 20, “ And, lo, fam with you always, even unto the end 
of the world.” 

The Choir having again stung, the benediction was pro- 
nounced and the congregation informed that the Sacrament 
of the Lord’s Supper would now be celebrated ; that whoev- 
er wished to retire, should do so now, but all were cordially

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Pennsylvania and 


adjacent States, convened in Philadelphia, — Tvin- 
ity week, «2. D. 1847. 


Reverenpd AND BRETHREN: 


In couformity with the duties of my office, I have the 
honor to report the following official acts: . 


June 22nd, 1846.—I transmitted to Rev. Oswald, President 
of West Pennsylvania Synod, agreeably to a resolution pass- 
ed at our last Synodical Convention, the certificate, naming 
the Trustees, proposed by our Synod for the Emmaus Insti- 
tute, 

June 23d.—I renewed the ad interim license. of Candidate 
Frederick William Husman, of Fort Wayne, Indiana, for 
ane year. 

July 21st.—I renewed the ad interim license of Candidate 
Sondhaus, for one year. 


July 22d.—I answered a letter of the Church-council of 
Zion’s congregation, in Augusta township, Northumberland 
county, in which the said congregation requests a certificate 
from the officers of our: Synod, shewing that neither our 
Synod nor the individual members of it, have departed from 
the true fundamental tate of the Lutheran Church and 
become Universalists. 

August 11¢h.—I received a letter from Candidate R. S. 


Wagner, in which he asks the privilege of preaching in the 


Millerstown congregation, Lancaster county, and af becom- 
ing the Pastor of said congregation in case of his election. — 
I granted him the privilege. See No, 1. 

August 17th and \8th.—I received two letters, signed by 
many members of the Fetterhof’s congregation, giving me 
conflicting accounts, in many respects, of the result of an 
election for Pastor in said congregation. They agreed in this 


however, that at said election, Pastor Stosver received only 


15 votes, and Pastor Hemping 36 votes. In my answer to 
these letters, I declared Pastor Hemping the regular Pastor 
of the congregation, and-‘advised Pastor Staver in a friendly 


manner not to perform any ministerial functions in said con- | 
gregation. See No. 2. 
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Augusi —Received a letter from many members of 
Salem’s Church in Warwick township, Lancaster county, in- 
forming me that the said church had regularly elected Can- 
didate Wagner as their pastor. Approved, see No. 3. 

August 31st.—I received another letter from many mem- 
bers of Fetterhoff’s congregation, requesting me to name 
Revs. Scheeffer and Vogelbach and Mr. Dock as a committee 
to inquire into the election held in said congregation, or to 
appoint a new election in the congregation. I did not feel 
myself authorized to grant this request. See No. 4. 

October 17th.—I received a letter from Rev. Biewend, in 
which he states the why and wherefore of his vacating the 
congregation at Washington city. See No. 5. | 

November 5th.—I received a written testimonial from the 
members of St. Paul’s congregation in Sandyville, Tuscaro- 
was county, Ohio, informing me that the said congregation 
had elected Candidate Soudhaus as their pastor. This cer- 
tificate was accompanied with letters from Rev. Rally and 
Soudhaus, which request the privilege of accepting the 
above-named congregation. The privilege was granted. 
See No. 6. 

November 5th.—Rev. Oberfield informed me by letter that 
he had aecepted of the charge, vacated by Rev. Georgii, in 
and about Tamaqua, Schuylkill county. May the Lord bless 
him richly in his new field of labor. See No. 7. 

November 18th.—I was informed by letter from Rev. Geor- 
gii, that he had vacated his charge in and about Tamaqua, 
and accepted of three congregations in Holmes county, Ohio. 
He informs me that he desires to remain in connexion with 


this Synod. The Lord also be with him in his new charge, 
and make him an instrument of good in the same. See No. §. 

January 15th, 1847.—I received a letter from Rev. Merz, 
informing me that he had vacated his two congregations, 
viz: Wennerich’s and Shell’s. See No. 9. 

March 11th.—I received a written request from Rev.C. F. 
Heyer in Baltimore, to grant him an honorable dismission 
from our body. The request was granted. See No. 10, 
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May 3d.—Candidate Husman informed me by letter, that 
he had connected himself with the Ev. Lutheran Synod of 
Missouri, Ohio and adjacent States. See No. 11. 

May 8th.—I wrote, according to the resolution of our last 
Annual Convention, to Rev. J. P. Hecht, in reference to the 
charges preferred against him at our last Synod, and request- 
ed him, in the name of the Synod, to appear at our present 
Convention, and justify himself in view of said charges. 

In confirmation of the above, I subscribe my name.

The Third Committee reported through their Chairman, 
Rev, C. Miller. 


Report of the Third Committee. 


No. 7, contains a church-rule of St. Jacob’s congregation, 
in Jackson township, Dauphin county. 

No. 8, a report from a part of the above-named St. Jacob’s 
congregation, concerning an election that was held for pas- 
tor; certifying that Rev. Pastor Stoever was elected pastor 
of the congregation by a majority of the regular members, 
according to the above church-rule. They ask the Synod to 
sanction this election. 

No. 9, a testimonial favorable to the character of Rev. 
Stoever, from the Union Salem’s congregation in Lewisburg ; 
in which also is expressed the joyful satisfaction of the con- 
gregation on account of their favorable state, 

No. 10, is a letter from Rev. Pastor Minnig, asking to be 
excused on account of his non-attendance; with his paro- 
chial report and cordial congratulations. 

No. 11,1s a letter from the congregation in Boston, asking 
al excuse for the non-appearance of their pastor, as well as 
their lay delegate, at this Convention of Synod. The state 
of the congregation is represented as favorable. 

No. 12, is a request from Rev. Stein, for an excuse for his 
non-attendance at Synod. The reason assigned is sickness. 
}fe sends his parochial report. 
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The report was taken up for consideration. 


No. 7, 8, 9, were deferred, until all the papers referring to 
the subject were reported upon. 
Resolved, That Rev. Minnig be excused. 


Resolved, That Rev. Smith and his congregation be ex- 
cused. 


Resolved, That Rev. Strein be excused. 
The Report was adopted. 
Resolved, That Revs. Schultz, Binninger, and Beatis, (se- 


nior ministerii,) be excused for non-attendance at this Con- 
vention of Synod. 


The First Committee reported through its chairman, Rev. 
Ulrich. 


Report of the First Committee. 

Your committee has the honor to report, That the report 
of the Rev. President, J. Miller, D. D., harmonizes with the 
papers which accompanied it. Your committee would re- 
mark, however, that the $3 about which Rev. Rally inquires, 


were received by the Treasurer, but not noticed in the report 
of the Secretary. 


The Report was adopted. 


The Fourth Committee reported through its chairman, Rev. 
German. 


Lteport of the Fourth Committee. 

No. 13, is a letter from Rev. 3. Gross to Dr. Baker, trans- 
mitting $8 for the Missionary Treasury. He assigns as his 
excuse for non-attendance the expenses of travel, and wishes 
the blessing of the Lord upon the transactions of Synod. 

No. 14, 15, 16, are papers which refer to the difficulties in 
the congregations of Revs. Hemping and Stoever. Your 
committee feels itself unable to present a full report upon this 
subject, and therefore offers the following resolution: That 
these papers, as also all other papers referring to the congre- 


gations, which have been presented to Synod, be committed 
to a special committee. 


Resolved, That Rev. Gross be excused. 


Resolved, That the said papers, No. 14, 15, 16, with No. 
7, 8, 9, be laid on the table. 
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The Report was adopted. 


Revs. Brandan and Biewend appeared and took their seats 
as members of the body. | 
Revs. Heyer and Weil were received as advisory members. 
The Fifth Committee reported through the chairman, Rev. 
Strein. 
Report of the Fifth Committee. 


No. 17, is a letter from fifty-seven subscribers in Warwicl: 
township, Lancaster county, in which they inform the Synod 
that they have made arrangements for the organization of a 
new congregation. They ask the aid and support of the 
Synod, and say that they have authorized Mr. Samuei Peter 
to represent the state of affairs before Synod. The commit- 
tee propose that Mr. Peter be allowed the privilege of stating 
to Synod the circumstances of said congregation. 

No. 18, is a letter from the Schwamm congregation in 
Lancaster county, in which they speak of the success of the 
labors of their pastor, Rev. Friederich, and also express the 
wish that Rev. Friederich may not be induced to leave them 
on account of some members of the congregation where he 
resides, because thereby the whole pastoral district would be 
disturbed. ‘There were also two other letters of like import 
from Muddy Creek and Weisseichen congregations. ‘These 
letters are signed by the officers of the different congregations. 

No. 19, is the Minutes of the Fourth Conference District. 
The committee invite the attention of Synod to these Min- 
utes, as they have reference to Rev. Friederich. 

No. 20, is the Minutes of the Sixth Conference District. 
They contain nothing claiming the attention of the Synod. 

No. 21, is a letter from Revs. Dr. Grossman and Dr. 
Charles Grossman, of Leipsic, addressed to Dr. Demme, and 
accompanied with some copies of the. “ Principles of the 
Evangelical Union of the Gustavus Adolphus Organization.’’ 
The committee propose that this letter be read before Synod. 
‘The several items of the Report were disposed of as fol- 
lows. and the whole report adopted : 

It was resolved, in reference to No. 17, that Mr. Peter be 
heard upon the above-named subject, and that the letter be 
read. When it was 
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Resolved, 'Vhat the said congregation have the full appro- 
bation of this body in the erection of a church. 

No. 17 and 18 were deferred until the report of the Second 
Committee was heard. 

No. 21.—The letter of Dr. Grossman, alluded to in No. 21, 
was read before Synod, when, upon motion of Rev. Dr. 
Mayer, it was 

Resolved, ‘That Rev. Dr. Demme, Stohiman and Baker be 
authorized to answer the letter of Rev. Grossman’s, with the 
assurance of our cordial favor. 

Rev. Stohlman, the second delegate from the New York 
Ministerium, was received as an advisory member of this 
body, during the consideration of the above report. 

A written proposal from Rev. Weil, relating to the editing 
of a church paper in the German language, was now read. 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to confer with 
Rev. Weil, concerning the editing of the above paper, and 
report to Synod the result of the conference. Revs. C. Mil- 
ler, J. W. Richards, J. Schindel, and Messrs. Dr. F. W. 
Heckel and J. Deininger, were appointed as the above com- 
inittee. 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to attend to the 
necessary business of Frey’s Institute, in union with Rev. 
Lochman, President of the Synod of West Pennsylvania. 

The President appointed Revs. Scheffer and Gerhard. 

Resolved, That the Synod now adjourn, in order that the 
Missionary Society might hold a session.

THIRD SESSION. 


Tuesvay, 9 o'clock, A. M. 
Was opened with prayer by Rev. Bibighaus. 
Rev. Medtart now appeared as a member of the body. 
The Second Committee reported through the chairman. 
Rev. F. W. Geissenhainer. 
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Report of the Second Commitice. 
Was taken up for consideration. 


No. 1, is a letter from Rev. Kohler, in which he excuses lis 
absence from Synod on account of his family.—He gives his 
parochial report, and states that he was fraternally received 
as delegate of this Synod, by the Synod of West Pennsylva- 
nia. He communicates his views concerning Frey’s Insti- 
tute, and the contemplated Theological Institution, expressing 
the wish that these objects may share the attention of the 
Synod. 

As this letter contains such a variety, the Committee pro- 
pose that it be read. 


No. 2, is a letter from Rev. A. G. Georgii, of New Bedford, 
Ohio, in which he excuses his absence by the distance. He 
desires to continue his membership with the Synod, gives his 
parochial report, and the names of his Congregations. He 
requests the Secretary to transmit three German and three 
English copies of the minutes, as well as to enter his reports 
in the parochial table with hisname. He wishes the Synod 
the blessing of God. 

The committee propose, that Rev. Georgii be excused and 
his requests be granted. 

No. 3, is a letter from Rev. S. A. Mealy, Canton, Ohio. 
He excuses his absence from Synod, and writes that he is 
engaged in teaching. He desires to continue his membership 
with the Synod, if in accordance with the Constitution of the 
Ministerium. 

As the present office of Rev. Mealy is in harmony with 
paragraph 13 of the Constitution of the Ministerium, the 
committee propose that he be excused, and his request be 
granted. 

No. 4,.is a communication from some members of Imman- 
uel’s congregation, Elizabeth township, Lancaster county, 
expressing dissatisfaction with Rev. Frederick, and refer the 
Synod to the minutes of an investigating committee. 


As your committee did not receive the said minutes, it 
does not feel authorized to propose anything for the action 
of the Synod. 


No. 5, is a letter from Rev. Schwalm, with the request, 
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that a collection be lifted in aid of his congregation, near 
New Orleans. 


Your committee think, that the Synod cannot do anything 
in this matter. 

No. 6, is a letter from Rev. Bernheim, with a certificate of 
dismission from Bishop Sechweitzerbarth, President of the 
Eastern district Synod of Ohio. 


He desires to become a member of our body, and requests 
his name to be enrolled as formerly in the table. Yourcom- 
mittee propose that the request of Rev. Bernheim be granted. 

This report was accepted and disposed of as follows: 

1. The proposal in reference to No. 1 was accepted, and 
Rev. Kohler excused, and his letter read. 

2. The proposal in reference to No. 2 was accepted. 

3. The proposal in reference to No. 3 was accepted. 

4. In reference to No. 4, it was 

Resolved, That the Synod advise the congregation to be 
satisfied with the counsel already given, and live according 
to it. 

5. The proposal in reference to No. 5 was accepted. 

6. The proposal in reference to No 6. was transferred to 
the Ministerium. 


Revs. Stecher and Peixoto were excused for non-atten- 
dance. 


Revs. Anspach and Cornell were received and invited to 
seats as advisory members of Synod.

Report of the Sirth Committee. 


No. 22, is the report of the committee appointed at our 
ast annual convention to confer with Rev. Dr. Demme, and 
to enter into some arrangement with him concerning the 
education of young men for the ministry. This report con- 
tains the arrangement and conditions that resulted from said 
conference. 

No. 23, is a letter from Rev. Rally, in which he excuses 
his absence, and requests that the $3 transmitted for the Mis- 
sionary Treasury in 1846, but not acknowledged in the Min- 
utes of that year, be credited to him in the Minutes of this 
year. He gives his parochial report of the past year. The 
committee propose, that Rev. Rally be excused, and his re- 
quest be granted. 

No. 24 and 25, are communications which relate to the 
difficulties between Revs. Hemping and Stoever. As this 
matter was placed in the hands of a special committee, your 
committee have no proposal to offer. 

No. 26, is a letter from the church-council of the Ev. Luth. 
congregation, Middletown, Dauphin county, stating that Mr. 
Eshenour was appointed a delegate to this body, to make 
known the wishes of the congregation. The committee pro- 
pose that this letter be read. 

‘This report was adopted, after the various items were dis- 
cussed, as follows: 

Resolved, That the report of the committee appointed at 
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the last annual convention, and the resolutions of the Synod 
relating to the establishment of a Theological School, be 
read, 


Report. 
During the Sessions of the Ev. Lutheran Synod of Penn- 
sylvania and adjacent States, held at Orwigsburg, in Trinity 
week, A. D. 1846, the pressing necessity of an Institution in 
our Synodical field, for the education of young men for the 


ministerial office, was considered, and it was resolved unani- 
mously, and with much cordiality, that we provisionally ap- 
- point a minister of our own number capable of discharging 
the duties of an Instructor. The hope was at the same time 
also expressed, that, to the carrying out of this resolution, 
our ministers and congregations would cheerfully contribute 
of their means, A committee, consisting of the undersigned, 
was appointed to inquire of the Rev. Dr. Demme, whether 
he would be willing to accept of this office. 


This committee, previously notified by the chairman, as- 
sembled in Philadelphia, on Wednesday, the 23d of Septem- 
ber, of the same year, to discharge the object of their ap- 
pointment. 


After a mutual expression of views, and Dr. Demme had 
declared his willingness to attend to the duties of an Instruc- 
tor, provided he could make the necessary arrangements with 
the church-council of his congregation, relative to the ap- 
pointment of an assistant minister, the following resolutions 


were, by virtue of the authority received from Synod, adopt- 
ed by the committee. 


Resolved, That the sum of $600 be granted to the Rev. Dr. 
Demme, for the first year, as salary, and that this sum, if the 
Synodical Treasury allow, shall be increased to $700. 

2. That a collegiate education, or the necessary prepara- 
tory knowledge be regarded as a pre-requisite for the admis- 


sion of young men to this institution, as instruction will be 
afforded only in theology. 


3. That $200 be allowed to Dr. Demme to procure the 
principal text-books, which shall be used in the Institution. 


4, That the Rev, Dr, Demme assume the duties of instruc- 
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tor, as soon as a number of young men shall present them- 
selves as students of theology. 

5. That every minister of our Synodical field immediately 
invite such young men in his congregation, who wish to take 
advantage of this opportunity, to report the same, either to 
the President of the Synod, or to the Rev. Dr. Demme, before 
the 1st of December e. a 

6. That each of our ministers regard it as his duty, from 
this time until the next Synodical convention, to solicit con- 
tributions and other donations from the members of his con- 
gregations, for the establishment and perpetuation of this 
Institution, and to transmit the same to the Treasurer of the 
Synod. 

7. That for this purpose, two copies of these resolutions be 
sent to every minister of our body.

W. Heckel, and Mr. George Miller, be entrusted with the car- 
rying out of these resolutions, in connection with the report. 
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After this subject had been disposed of, the Synod proceed- 
ed with the report of the 6th committee; and Resolved, in 
reference to No. 23 of said report: that Rev. Mr. Rally be 
excused and his request granted. | 


In reference to No. 24, it was 


Resolved, That the matter between Messrs. Hemping and 
Stoever be referred to a special committee ; however, only 
on condition that these two brethren promise to subject them- 
selves to the decision of the Synod. The promise was giv- 
en, whereupon the committee was appointed, consisting of 
Rev. Messrs. C. Miller, J. W. Richards, F. W. Geissenhainer, 
and the lay-delegates, Dr. Heckel and Mr. John Wiud. 

In reference to No. 25, it was 

Resolved, That the letter of the Vestry of the Evangelical 
Lutheran congregation in Middletown, be read. 

Resolved, That we cannot grant the request of the Mid- 
dietown congregation, but that we earnestly desire that Br. 
Schaeffer may continue to keep charge of that congregation. 

The seventh committee now reported.

Report of the Seventh Committee. 


No. 26, is a letter from Rev. Mr. Abele, in which he com- 
plains of not having received the minutes of the Synod for 
three years; he also gives notice that he at present has 
charge of congregations in Lockport, and at Lake Erie, but, 
that on account of the great distance, he cannot attend the 


meetings of Synod, and therefore requests an honorable dis- 
mission. 


The committee propose that the request of Rev. Mr. Abele 
be granted. 


No. 27, 1s a letter from Rev. P. F. Feysel, in which he re- 
quests the Synod to excuse him on account of non-attendance, 
inasmuch as his congregation is not willing to contribute any- 
thing towards the defraying of his travelling expenses, and 
his small salary will not permit him to undertake the journey 
altogether on his own expense. He informs the Synod that 
he has been re-elected by his congregation for three years ; 
‘but that he would notwithstanding, be obliged to: relin-— 
quish his present charge, unless his salary were increased. 
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He adds his parochial report, and wishes the Synod the di- 
vine blessing. 

In reference to No. 26, it was 

Resolved, That as the Rev. Mr. Abele has already receiv- 
ed his dismission from this body, the Synod can take no 
further action on his request. 

In reference to No. 27, it was 

Resolved, That the Rev. Mr. Feysel be excused on account 
of his non-attendance. 

The report was adopted. 

Rev. Mr. Friedrich presented a report on certain papers of 
Mr. Friehe, the consideration of which was referred to the 
ministerium. 

The committees to whom were referred the proceedings of 
other Synods, now handed in their reports. 


REporTs ON SYNODICAL PROCEEDINGS. 


1. The English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Ohio, con- 
vened in Wooster, Wayne Co. Ohio, on the Ist of October, 
1846. The brethren Rally and Sondhaus attended this Ses- 
sion, and were cordially received as advisory members. The 
officers of this Synod are: Rev. D. Rothacker, Pres.; Rev. 
Mr. Bartholomew, Sec.; Rev. 8. S. Klein, Treasurer. 

2. The Synod of Virginia, convened in Strasburg, May 
7th, 1846. Mention is made that the last annual proceedings 
of our Synod were not received. The officers are: Rev. J. 
B. Davis, Pres.; Rev. L. Eichelberger, Sec.; Rev. S. Miller, 
Treasurer. 

3. The Synod of New York, held in the city of N. York, 
September, 1846. It appears from the minutes of this Synod, 
that our delegate, the Rev. F. W. Geissenhainer, attended 
the meetings of said Synod, and was cordially received by 
the Brethren. 

In order to demonstrate their participation in the contin- 
ued prosperity of our body, said Synod appointed three del- 
egates, consisting of Rev. Dr. P. F. Mayer, Rev. Dr. A. 
Wackerhagen, and Rev. C. F. Stohlmann, to attend our Cen- 
tenary celebration, and Synodical meeting. The Brethren of 
the New York ministerium appear to labor with zeal and 
success, attended with the divine blessing. The officers are : 
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Rev. H. N. Pohiman, D. D. Pres.; Rev. James R. Keyser, 
Sec.; Rev. C. A. Smith, Treasurer. 

Their next Synodical meeting will be held on the 1st Sun- 
day of September, 1847, in New Germantown, New Jersey. 

4. The Synod of Maryland, convened in Emmitsburg, 
Md., October 15, 1846. This Synod consists of 32 ministers 
and 64 congregations. Officers: Rev. F. W. Conrad, Pres. ; 
Rev. John Heck, Sec.; Rev. S. Sentman, Treasurer. 


5. The German Synod of the German Reformed Church 
of Ohio, convened in New Lisbon, October 3, 1846. Officers: 
Rev. E. R. Dennius, Pres.; Rev. R. F. Kabus, Sec.; Rev. J. 
W. Hamm, Treasurer. 


6. The Western District Synod of the Evangelical Luther- 
an Church of Ohio, assembled at Tiffen, Ohio, June 6, 1846. 
There is nothing in the minutes of this Synod, that has refer- 
ence to our Synod. Officers: Rev. J. Gruber, Pres.; Rev. 
J. J. Beilharz, Sec.; Rev. W. F. Lehman, Treasurer. 


7. The Synod of West Pennsylvania assembled in Cham- 
bersburg, September 30, 1846. it appears from their min- 
utes :—Ist. That our Delegate, the Rev. Daniel Kohler, was 
present, and very cordially received. 2nd. That the Rev. 
Mr. Lochman was appointed the delegate from that body to 
our Synod. 3d. That in reference to Frey’s Institute, the 
following resolution was adopted: “ That in future the dele- 
gate or committee of this Synod to the Synod of Pennsylva- 
nia, be authorized to make, in connection with that body, 
such nominations of Trustees, in accordance with an act of 
our State Legislature, as soon and as often as shall be neces- 
sary.”’ The officers of this Synod are: Rev. J. Oswald, Pres. ; 
Rev. S. Sprecher, Sec.; Rev. Prof. Jacobs, Treasurer. The 
next meeting of this Synod is to be held in Mifflinburg, Union 
county, on Thursday preceding the last Sunday in Septem- 
ber, 1847. | 

8. The Eastern District Synod of Ohio, assembled in Pitts- 
burg, September 3,1846. This body consists of 14 ordained 
ministers, 7 candidates, and 67 congregations. Baptisms, 
1182—Confirmations, 480—Communicants, 6577.—The offi- 
cersare: Rev. Mr. Mecklin, Pres.; Rev. Mr. Schweitzerbarth, 
Sec.; Rev. Mr. Kuchler, Treasurer. In the minutes of this 
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Synod, our 98th session is alluded to, and the remark made, 
that our connection with Columbus Seminary is dissolved. 

9. The Synod of the German Reformed Church in the Uni- 
ted States, assembled in Carlisle, in October, 1846. In the 
minutes of this Synod, we find the following that has refer- 
ence to our Synod: On page 22 mention is made of the ap- 
pointment of Rev. Dr. Berg and Rev. Mr. Bibighaus, as 
delegates to our Synod. On page 14 there is a resolution, 
instructing said delegates to use their efforts to maintain a 
friendly relation between their Synod and our Synod. The 
officers are: Rev. J. C. Bucher, Pres.; Rev. C. F. M’Cauley, 
Sec.; W. Heyser, Esq., Treasurer. The next meeting of this 
Synod is to be heldin Lancaster, on the Thursday preceding 
the third Sunday in October, 1847. 

Resolved, That we reciprocate the friendly sentiments of 


the German Reformed Synod. 


Report on the last Annual Minutes of our Synod. 


Page 3—5 under the names of the ministers, all those mem- 
bers who were not present at our last annual convention are 
marked with a t to denote that they were excused; but by 
this it is not signified which of these members themsclves 
yvequested to be excused on account of their absence. 

As there is a resolution on page 8, to the eilect, that all 
those brethren who do not attend the meeting of Synod in 
three consecutive years, and in consequence, do not send in 
an excuse for their non-attendance, be notified that in case 
they do not attend the next year, or ask to be excused on ac- 
count of their absence, have their names erased from our 
clerical list. Now, the committee believes that as there are 
some in the list marked excused, who have not asked to be 


excused, it is necessary in future, to denote more particular- 


ly who has or has not requested to be excused on account of 
non-atiendance. The committec therefore propose that the 
Secretary of Synod be requested in future to adopt the same 
method that-was heretofore customary.

Report of the Committee. 


The committee to which was referred the letter of Mr. 
Weyl, editor of the “ Lutherische Hirtenstimme,’’ has the 
honor to report the following: 


The committee feel the want of a German Religious Peri- 


odical within the bounds of our Synod, and believe, that if 


one and the same periodical be introduced into the whole 
Lutheran Church, it would have a better tendency than if 
different papers of the kind be circulated. They have had 
an interview with Mr. Weyl, heard his views, and considered 
the opinions expressed by him, and have come to the conelu- 
sion, that it would be advisable and advantageous for the 
Synod, if it would accept of the liberal offers made in this 


letter, and carry out the same in the rightspirit. They would 
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respectfully propose, that a committee be appointed to de- 


termine, with Mr. Weyl,the manner in which this periodical 
shall hereafter be conducted.

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The committee to whom was referred the consideration of 
certain topics in relation to the publication of a new German 
Hymn Book, presented the following report: | 


Report of the Committee. 


The committee which was requested to take into consid- 
eration the publication of a new German Hymn Book, re- 
spectfully report. 

1. That under existing circumstances, they regard the ptb- 
lication of a new German Hymn Book, as very desirable— 
and for the following reasons : 


Inasmuch as the old Hymn Book, published by our Synod, 
is now used in very few of our congregations; and those 
books used have not received the sanction of the Church. 


Inasmuch as this older Hymn Book, can be had in a small 
form only, the print of which is not suited to aged persons, 
and a diminution of the price is to be desired. 


Inasmuch as the printing of this Hymn Book has entirely 
passed from the supervision of the Church, and in conse- 
quence of this, is exposed to every arbitrary change. 


Inasmuch as if the Synod do not provide for the publica- 
tion of a new Hymn. Book, it is to be feared that individual 
congregations will introduce Hymn Books of their own 
choice. 

2. The committee feel it to be their duty to recommend the 
observance of this principle in the compilation of a new 
Hymn Book, viz: that as many Hymns of our older Luth- 
eran Hymn Book as possible be retained, and with as little 
alteration as possible. 


3. In regard to the third topic, the committee would ex- 
press their design as follows: that in an undertaking of this 
kind, we should by all means desire and request the partici- 
pation of other Synods of our Church; and that even should 
we not succeed in obtaining their co-operation, we should 
still not relinquish the effort. 


In case that their report should receive the approval of 
Synod, the committee would add, that the undertaking may 
be commenced with the understanding, that the Synod, as 
such, would not engage in the introduction of the Book into 
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our congregations, but that it should be left to each congre- 
gation to introduce the Book or not.

Dr. Demme informed the Synod, that the Rev. Mr. Bibig- 
haus, delegate from the German Reformed Synod was pre- 
vented by official duties from attending the remaining sessions 
of Synod, and that he therefore requested to be excused. 


This request was granted, and the pleasure which the © 


presence of Mr. Bibighaus had afforded us, expressed by 
Synod. 

The Synod now went into an election for the time and 
place of our next annual meeting. 

The Rev. J. W. Richards extended an invitation to Synod 
tomeetin Easton. 

The election resulted in the choice of Easton as the place, 
and Trinity Sunday, A. D. 1848, as the time of our next con- 
vention. | | 

Mr. Philip Mattes, lay-delegate of the congregation in Eas- 
ton, appeared at the end of the session ; having been preven- 
ted from attending the Synod earlier, as he had desired.

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PROCEEDINGS OF THE MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 


Of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Pennsylvania, 
and adjacent States, convened in Philadelphia, Pa., 
from, May 31st to June 3d, 2. D. 1847. 

Tue members of the Missionary Society assembled in St. 
Michael’s Church, Philadelphia, on Monday, the 31st of May, 
at 5 o’clock, P. M., for the transaction of business. In the 
absence of the Rev. Senior Wm. Beatis, Pres., the Rev. F. 
W. Geissenhainer, V. Pres., opened the Session with prayer. 

The first business which called for the action of the Soci- 
ety, was the consideration and decision of the question :— 
“ Whether the Missionary Society should be re-united with 
the Synod?’’ After the Brethren had expressed their views 
on this subject, it was 

Resolved, That the further consideration of this question 
be postponed until the next Session. 

Rev. Dr. Baker presented the annual report of the execu- 
live committee, whereupon it was 

Resolved, That the report be read, accepted and recorded 
on the minutes. 


Report of the Executive Committee of the Missionary 
Society, of the Synod of Pennsylvania. 


Our annual report will be brief, inasmuch as little has been 
done during the past year. 
Bro. Heyer, who according to our last yearly report, was 


on his way home, has returned; and is at present laboring 


in Baltimore, where he has established a new German con- 
sregation. | 

Bro. Gunn and his wife are now the only Missionaries in 
Guntoor, none other having been sent thither since Bro. Hey- 
er’s departure. It is very desirable that Bro. Gunn should 
not be left to labor alone in that field, for in the event of his 
death, the mission would be in a very deplorable condition. 
The Society that has the superintendence of the mission, will 
without doubt, send him an assistant, as soon as they shall 
be able (o procure a suitable person. | 
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The one hundred dollars that we engaged to pay towards 
the mission among the Indians, have been paid. 


For the Germans in Trenton, who were recommended to 
the attention of” the executive committee, nothing has been 
done, because we knew of no minister whom we might have 
sent to them. 


It is to be wished that the work of missions may be pros- 
ecuted with more zeal and greater effect. Although we have 
given the superintendence of the mission in Guntoor, into 
the hands of the Missionary Society in connection with the 
General Synod, we ought nevertheless to afford that mission 
all the aid in our power. A great deal more should likewise 
be done for our home missions. In every section of our coun- 
try, members of our church may be found, who require our 
assistance, and whom we their brethren “of the household 
of faith,’’ are in duty bound to help. 


May God preserve and increase the missionary spirit among 
us, and cause much good to be done by our exertions. 


Resolved, 'That the anniversary of our Society be celebra- 
ted to-morrow evening, in St. Michael’s Church. 

It is the custom of the Society, when celebrating its anni- 
versary, to take up a collection, in aid of our brethren in the 
West; but for certain good and sufficient reasons, it was 
unanimously 


Resolved, That on this occasion, the usual collection be 
dispensed with. 


Rev. G. A. Reichert, our Octrempondine Secretary, read a 
letter from Rev. F. Schmidt, in Ann Arbor, Michigan, in 
which he expresses his obligations to our Society, for appro- 


priating the sum of one hundred dollars to the mission among 


the Indians. 
Resolved, That the further consideration of the documents 
which have been presented, be referred to the next Session. 


Resolved, That we adjourn, to meet again to-morrow, at 
2 o’clock, P. M.—Prayer by Bro. Mertz.

The Session was opened with prayer by Rev. Dr. Baker. 

Dr. Baker read a letter, signed by Dr. Benjamin Kurtz, 
Dr. Morris, Revs. F. W. Conrad, W. Hawkins, and C. G. 
Weyl, officers of the Home Missionary Society, of the Gen- 
eral Synod, in which they communicate to us the object of 
their Society, and ask: “‘ Whether a closer connection cannot 
be formed between both Societies ?”’

Resolved, That the Synod be asked: whether they do not 
regard it as expedient, to write to Germany for a number of 
young Candidates for the ministry, to come over to us, with 


a view of placing themselves, for the term of one year, un- 


der instruction in the institution about to be established by 
our Synod, in order that they may thereby become better 


- qualified to labor with effect among the scattered members of 
our Church in this country ? 


Resolved, That we adjourn, to meet again this evening, 
after the anniversary meeting. 


ANNIVERSARY. 
On the evening of the Ist of June, the Missionary Society 
assembled to celebrate its anniversary. 


The preliminary business having been transacted, the breth- 
ren and congregation united in singing praises, and in prayer, 
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to the Author of all Good, and Promoter of the cause of 
Missions; after which Br. Heyer, formerly our missionary 
among the Hindoos, delivered a discourse from Acts 26: 17, 
18, in which he dwelt in particular on the following subjects : 
I. The language of the country. 2. The religion of the 
country. 3. The christian mission among the Hindoos. 

As Br. Heyer mentioned a number of words in the Zelegu 
language, that beara striking resemblance to our German 
language, as he gave an affecting description of the attach- 
ment of the Hindoos to their idols, and as he drew the infer- 
ence therefrom that it is the duty of every true christian to 
render the missionary cause among the heathen, all the as- 
sistance in his power, it is evident that his discourse was very 
interesting and edifying to all who heard him. We cannot 
but express our pleasure in having had Bro. Heyer in our 
midst; and anticipate a good result from the discourse which 
he delivered on this occasion. May the Lord not only grant 


us willing hearts, but also willing hands to labor in his 
service. 


JuNE Ist, 9 o’clock, P. M. 
After the congregation had withdrawn, the Society resum- 


ed its business. Rev. G. A. Reichert presented eighty dol- 
lars from the Juvenile Missionary Society of St. Michael’s 
and Zion’s Church, for the heathen School in India. 
Resolved, That we return our hearty thanks to the Juve- 
nile Missionary Society of St. Michael’s and Zion’s Church, 
for their generous donation, and that the above named sum 
be appropriated to the purpose for which it was contributed. 


Rev. Mr. Erle, a missionary of the Society, handed in his 
report. 


Resolved, 'That the report be accepted. 
_ The Society then went into an election for officers for the 
ensuing year, the result of which was as follows:

request these bodies to co-operate with us in this good under- 
taking.—One hundred dollars of the funds of the Society, 
were also appropriated to each of the above named mission- 
ary stations.

3. That the said Missionary is not to leave his field of la- 
bor, to return to the United States, unless the Society be un- 
willing or unable to support him there, or unless it may be 
shown by medical evidence, that the state of his health 
makes his return absolutely necessary. 

4. That, as the superintendence of the Mission in Guntoor 
has been transferred to the executive committee of the foreign 
Missionary Society of the Ev. Luth. Church, in the United 
States, the above resolutions be sent td that Sdciety for ap- 
proval. 

5. ‘That, as this Society assumes the payment of the Mis- 
sionary’s salary, itis desired that the above named executive 
committee, to whom these resolutions shall be referred for 
approval, may defray the expenses of said Missonaty’s pas- 
sage to his place of destination. 

6. Further, Resolved, That from the ist of July, 1847, un- 
til his departure, the said Missionary be appointed to visit 
our congregations, to preach on the subject of Missions, and 
to awaken a greater interest for this important cause ; and 
also wherever it may be advisable, to take up edllectistis i in 
aid of the Missionary work. — 

Resolved, That we now adjourn, to meet again, in Easton, 
on the Saturday preceding Trinity Sunday, 1848.
